HEREMONDAY 

Good Run of Cattle, Horses and 
Mules Considering Extremely 
Cold Weather. 



About 1,200 cattle were on the 
market of medium quality. Trade 
was alow, and not a great many 
were at tbe pens on account of the 
extremely cold weather. The best 
6teera on the market sold at 7 
cents by weight, but some by the 
head brought 7y 2 cents and above; 
yearlings sold at to 7 cents; 

heifers at .6 to 6*4. cents; cows at 
5 to 5y 2 cents for the best, ordinary 
eows selling at 3V 2 to 4 cents; 
bulls at 5y 2 cents. While there 
were not as many buyers, as usual 
, at the pens, still quite a number of 
" cattle* sold during the day. We 
caught a few sales made before j 
aoon :

About 250 mules were on the 
market and they were booming. We 
have not seen as much stir in the 
trade for months. A buyer from 
South Carolina bought 2 cars at 
from $150 to $200. He bought 34 
head from Qreenwade & Razor at 
$150 to $185. They also sold to 
Thompson & Co., of Lexington, a 
pair of 1,400 pound mare mules at 
$525. Another pair was sold to 
a Paris buyer at $465. It was un- 
usual to see good pairs selling at 
$400 und higher. Some army horses 
were sold at $100 to $110.

"The first step in this movement 
was the issuing by the association 
of circulars setting forth the details 
of the plan. And these circulars 
were capped with this sentence in 
large red letters that refused to be 
overlooked : 

" 'Man is dust, and dust settles. 
Be a man.'

7. Live and let live.'

What do you know about the 
-nbjcrf of "Competition! " Is there 
anything left for you to learnt Is 
it true that "competition in the 
life of trade"? 

Let us see. 

A merchnnt in a certain town has 
no competition. He has everything 
his own way. J If thinks he has 
the people right where ho wants 

them and that they will have to go 
to him or go without. 

He runs along nicely for a time 
and then begins to (ret careless 
You notice that his floor needs 
sweeping, the windows could stand 
soap and water, dnst collects on 
the goods and the counters, and 
cobwebs are seen in the corners. 

Boon he thinks he ought to 
make more money with less work 
Tie pushes prioes up a cent or two 
and his pocketbook gets fatter. 
That looks good to him and he 
shoves the price up again. 

He doesn't lak« the feeofefe to 
study his customers, their needs, 
and the conditions that prevail, be- 
cause he has no competition. His 
store gets dingier and less invit- 
ing, and it lacks that homelike ap- 
pearance of welcome when his cus- 
tomers call. 

In time the customers begin to 
get tired, for they feel that they 
are being stung. Rome turn to the 
mail order man. while others go 
miles out of their way to reach 
another town. They want something 
for their money. • 

Soon tbe merchant notices a 
■shrinkage and wakes up. He makes 
desperate efforts to entice his cus- 
tomers back to bim. But it is use- 
less. They have had enough. 

This merchant's business has been 
irreparnbly damaged by his indif- 
ference, neglect and greed, caused 
by the lack of competition. 

But there is another side to this 
picture — one that is brighter and 
is seldom turned to the wall. 

Where competition exists there is 
life, and energy, and brightness, and 
where these things are the people 
will go. 

Competition brings to the sur- 
face and into use the best that is 
in every man, where otherwise 
these qualifications would often

These ore oracular utterances J 
thnt cannot be translated into thej 
common language of everyday life. . 
Wars are won in the fields of 
agriculture; buttles only are gained 1 
in the trenches. It is the "con- ' 
ti&IUaoe in well doing," possible 
because of the natural resources 
and the industrial activity of the 
men at home, that determines these 
great intcmittinnal conflicts. 

in. 

Agricultural prosperity is not to 
he determined by the "resolute seal" 
to face great responsibilities It is 
to be determined by the individual 
activity of each farmer himself, 
.aid lus plans for this year and 
next year and hereafter, and the 
plans of an intelligent, far-sighted 
man of business, and the question 
is a question of profit and loaa. 

The way to stimulate these ao- j 
tiMiies is to remove those extra 
burdens that the manufacturers and 
merchunts seeking foreign markets 
have been imposing upon the A 
merican farmer aeoeaa to the 
cheapest markets in the world. 

For illustration: We exported, 
during the ten mouths of the past 
fiscal year, 107 Bullion dollars' 
worth of machinery. That machin- 
ery goes into the foreign markets, 
the competitive markets, without 
the aid of a tariff. That total is 
made up of adding machines, cash 
registers, cotton gins, cream sepa- 
rators, electric locomotives, gaa 
engines, luundiy machinery, lawn 
mowers, pumps, 



itig machines, shoe machines, sugar 
mill machinery, windmills, all of 
which enter into farm life very 
■ -i W*ly, and it ought to be possible 
tor the American fanner to buy 
l!. esc materials and all other ma- 
terials as cheaply as their com- 
petitors abroad are supplied by 
American manufacturers. , 

Furthermore, during these same 
i en months of 1915, we have ex 
ported of iron and steel 2,819,000 
toas, againal 1,291,000 tons the 
year before, to be sold in the open 
markets of the world. 

Yet these same manufacturers will 
insist that the American farmer 
ought not to have the benefit of 
eompetitoin: that the fanner ought 
to permit these manufacturers to 
name the American price as well 
as the foreign price. They con- 
tend that the American fanner 
has no right to complain if his 
price is a little higher than that 
of the foreigner, as it is needed in 
order that the manufacturer., may 
extend their commerce to South 
America, South Africa, Europe, 
\sia, Oceanian and the isles of the 
sea. It 1b a one-sided proposition, 
and must fall. The way to pros-
